Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  the  present 
general  assembly  of  this  commonwealth,  that  the 
whole  of  the  stock,  allowed  by  law  to  be  subscribed 
for,  has  been  taken,  and   the  present  owner  of  the 
ferry  across  Rough  creek,  at  Hartford,  has  agreed 
with  the  company  to  give  them  the  ground  on  which 
to  erect   the  abutment,   and   a   toll   house   for  said 
bridge,  on  the  north  bank  of  said  creek;  and  further, 
that  the  said  ferry  shall  not  be  used,  or  kept  in  ope- 
ration, after  said  bridge  shall  have  been   completed, 
so  as  to  admit  wagons  to  pass  it  safely,  as  long  as 
said  bridge  shall  be  kept  in  repair.

tested and  signed  by  the  secretary  who  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  president  and  directors  for  that  pur- 
pose.

make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  tlie  same  to 
break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure,  ancMo  do  each  and 
every  act  which  a  body  politic,  as  such  may  law- 
fully do. 

Skc.  2.  That  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  consti-  ^^^^^Z'T^ 
tute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  it  shall  be  their  pointed, 
duty  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  together 
with  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
and  to  prescribe  their  duties  and  responsibilities:

in  the  opinion  of  the  officers  of  the  company,  or  of 
the  persons  employed  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,

Chap.  257.— AN  ACT  to  establish  a  Police  Court  in  the  cHj  of 
Louisville,  and  to  amend  the  Charter  of  said  city.

*"'*'*""'~'""*^     Whereas,  John  Pouch,  late  of  Pletning  county,  de- 
parted this  life,  seized  with  the  title  of  a  smalh  tract 
of  land  containing  one  hundred  and   five  acres,  ar 
thereabouts,  which  descended  to  his  infant  children. 
After  his  death,  his  widow,  as  the  natural  guar^an  of 
her  children,  sold  the  said  tract  of  land,  as  represent- 
ed to  this  legislature,  at  a  fair  price,  and  gave  her 
bbnd,  with  security,  to   make  the  title,   with  inten- 
tion to   remove  to   the  state  of  Indiana,  where  she, 
and  the  infant  heirs  of  said  Pouch  now  reside ;  and

PBEAMBLB  AND  RESOLUTIONS  in  relation  to  the  reTcaoe 

the  tale  of  pablic  lands. 

The  legislature  of  Kentucky,  mindful  of  her  rights  as «.  ^ 
ber  of  the  confederacy,  and  ever  ready  to  assert  an^  J^, 
them,  feels  itself  called  upon,  by  a  sense  of  duty  to  the  ^ 
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Kentucky,  to  express  its  opinionf  on  a  question  of  vital  import- 
ance to  her  as  a  state,  and  to  the  other  members  of  the  confeder^ 
acy;  one  which  has,  for  some  time,  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  at  this  time,  forms  a  subject 
of  deliberation  in  that  body* 

The  vacant  and  unappropriated  land  situated  in  the  different 
States  and  Territories,  is  tlie  common  property  of  all  the  States, 
held  in  trust  by  the  Federal  Government  as  a  common  fund, 
under  the  terms  of  the  acts  and  deeds  of  cession,  and  treaties  by 
which  they  have  been  acquired.  Heretofore,  they  have  been  de- 
voted as  a  sacred  pledge  to  the  redemption  of  the  national  debt, 
by  the  authority  of  the  General  Government,  to  which  pledge 
the  states  feel  themselves  bound  by  every  consideration  of  patri- 
otism and  devotion  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Union,  to  yield  their 
free  assent;  and  not  until  the  payment  of  that  debt  had  been 
completed,  did  the  state  of  Kentucky  feel  herself  justified  in  de- 
manding, as  a  matter  of  right,  of  the  congress  of  the  United 
States,  a  faithful  and  honest  compliance  with  the  conditions  upon 
which  the  public  domain  had  been  ceded  to  the  states.  These 
conditions  are  all  in  the  same  language,  in  substance  declare, — 
^Hhat  they  shall  be  considered  as  a  common  fund,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  such  of  the  United  States,  as  have  become,  or  shall 
become,  members  of  the  confederation  or  federal  alliance,  (includ- 
ing the  states  making  the  cession,)  according  to  their  usual  res- 
pective proportions  in  the  general  charge  and  expenditure,  and 
shall  be  faithfully  and  bona,  fide  disposed  of  for  that  purpose,  and 
for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatever." 

The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sales  of  these  lands  are  no  longer 
required  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  of  the  Union.    They  are 
not  needed,  (having  a  due  regard  to  the  protection  of  our  domes- 
tic manufactures)  to  pay  off  the  annual  or  current  expenses  of  the 
general  government.    The  revenue  arising  from  the  impost  duties,, 
and  from  other  sources,  greatly  exceeds  the  most  extravagant 
estimate  of  the  annual  expenditure.    At  this  time  there  appears 
to  be  a  surplus  of  more  than  twenty-one  millions  in  the  treasury,, 
money  not  needed  for  national  objects.    Twelve  millions  of  that 
sum,  are  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public  lands  during  the  pre- 
sent year.    By  the  year  1837,  it  is  estimated  that  the  surplus  will 
amount  to  thirty  millions.    If  the  whole  of  this  immense  revenue 
was  the  result  of  the  revenue  laws,  a  wise  policy  would  dictate 
that  an  alteration  in  our  tariff  should  be  made,  and  such  a  scale  of 
duties  should  be  adopted,  that  the  receipts  should  not  exceed  the 
expenditures;  or  by  some  other  mode,  the  fund  should  be  distribut- 
ed among  the  several  states,  for  the  purposes  of  internal  improve- 
ment and  education.    Safety  to  the  purity  of  our  institutions,  de- 
mands, that  it  should  be  speedily  withdrawn  from  its  present  po«- 
^ition,  and  placed  beyond  the  reach  of  ambition,  or  the  possible 
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grasp  of  corruption.  Upon  the  power  of  Congress  to  oeleet 
revenue,  for  the  purpose  of  distribution  among  the  sertni  stMe 
this  lesisiature  Trould  not  be  understood  to  express  may  9fam 
JBLVoraUe  to  its  exercise.  But  upon  the  power  of  CDPgrcB  i 
direct  a  distribution,  among  the  states,  of  the  nett  proceedb  of  i 
public  lands,  this  legislature  entertains  no  doubt.  That  oa 
gress  is  bound  to  make  this  disposition,  fix>m  the  terms  of  ii 
grants  by  which  the  lands  were  ceded,  is  equally  unq^Ksda 
able.  In  no  other  mode  or  manner,  so  appropriate,  so  beoeiai 
can  the  general  government  now  execute  the  trust,  and  daspa&t  < 
the  fundwhich  she  holds  as  the  common  property  of  all  thestns 
It  becomes,  therefore,  a  duty  which  the  legislature  of  Kestoi; 
owes  to  itself,  and  the  people  of  the  state,  whose  voice  she  aide 
takes  to  speak  on  this  occasion,  to  demand  of  the  congress  of  A 
United  States,  a  distribution  of  the  proceeds  arising  frofn  thesa 
of  the  public  lands,  among  all  the  states,  according  to  their  J» 
pective  ratio  of  population.

RESOLUTIONS  for  the  benefit  of  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  UBik 
States  army,  who  served  in  the  last  war  with  Great  Britain. 

Whereas,  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  Iht 
United  States  army,  who  served  in  the  last  war  with  Great  Bnt- 
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ain,  have  received  the  bounty  of  the  National  government,  suit* 
able  portions  of  public  lands,  as  a  just  reward  for  their  many  per- 
ils and  privations,  as  a  resting  place  and  a  home,  while  the  com- 
missioned officers  and  soldiers  who  served  for  a  less  term  than 
five  years,  of  that  army,  who  braved  the  same  perils,  and  suffer- 
ed the  same  privations,  had  the  mortification  to  find  themselves 
disbanded  at  the  close  of  the  war,  without  any  such  remunera- 
tion. And  whereas,  there  still  remains  a  large  portion  of  the  Na- 
tional domain,  unappropriated,  which  it  is  believed  cannot  be 
devoted  to  a  more  laudable  purpose,  than  furnishing  homes  for 
the  declining  age  of  those  who  have  given  so  much  oT  their  youUi 
and  manhood,  to  its  glory  and  its  defence:  Therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky^  That  our  Senators  in  Congress  be  instructed,  and  our 
Representatives  requested,  to  exert  themselves  in  procuring  the 
passage  of  a  law  of  congress,  to  place  the  commissioned  omce.rs 
and  soldiers  who  served  for  a  less  term  than  five  years,  in  tho 
United  States  army  who  served  in  the  last  war  with  Great  Brit- 
ain, on  a  jiist  equality  with  the  soldiers  of  that  army,  in  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  public  lands,  due  regard  being  had  to  their  relap 
tive  rank. 

And  be  it  further  resolved^  That  his  excellency,  the  Lieuten- 
ant and  acting  Governor,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  trans- 
mit a  copy  of  the  above  preamble  arid  resolutions,  to  each  of  our 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress.

The  committee  for  courts  of  justice  have,  according  to  ^ 
investigated  the  charge  contained  in  the  memorial  oi  sud^ 
zens  of  Logan  county,  to  them  refered,  against  Major  J.  tw 
justice  of  the  peace  lor  Logan  county,  and  report,  ^^^^ 
about  tJie  12th  of  January,  the  said  Price  went  into  the  ^ 
J.  Addison,  under  pretext  of  renting  the  place  ^^J., 
resided.  He  found  Mrs.  Addison  alone  and  u^P^|f?^^J^; 
siuation  he  made  efforts  to  seduce  her,  accompanied  bj- 
lence  of  exertion  on  his  part,  which  were  repelled  ^"^^ 
fully  resisted  by  Mrs,  Addison.  His  conduct  was  ^r^ 
vulgar,  and  unworthy  of  an  officer  of  the  commonwealth 
tucky,  whose  official  duty  binds  him  to  keep  and  ^^ 
peace,  and  whose  obligations  to  society,  require  at  pis  ^ 
regard  for  the  morals  of  the  country.

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The  foregoing  is  a  correct  detail  of  the  facts  as  developed  to  the 
committee.

Her  condition  in  life  is  humble  but  respectable.  Wherefore  the 
committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  address  to 
the  governor  of  this  state : 

To  James  T,  Morehead,  Esqirirej  lieutenant  and  acting  Gov-^ 
ernor  of  the  Commonwealtk  of  Kentucky,  The  general  assembly 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  (two  thirds  of  both  houses 
concurring  in  this  address)  would  respectfully  state  and  charge, 
that  Major  J.  Price,  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  and  for  Logan 
county,  then  in  commission,  did,  on  the  twelfth  day  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  in  the  county  of  Logan,  at  the 
house  and  residence  of  J.  Addison,  attempt  to  seduce  the  wife  of 
said  Addison,  and  when  repulsed  he  persisted  in  his  efforts,  by 
violent  entreaty,  vulgar  appeals,  and  by  the  use  of  violence,  to 
such  a  degree  as  to  alarm  the  said  Amanda  Addison,  contrary 
to  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  commonwealth,  and  against  mo- 
rality and  decency :  Wherefore, 

Resolvedj  That  the  said  Price  be  removed  from  his  office  of 
justice  of  the  peace,  by  the  acting  governor  of  this  common- 
wealth.

RESOLUTIONS  respecting  Abolition  Societies. 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  refered,  so  much  of  the 
message  of  the  Lieutenant  and  Acting  Governor  as  relates  to  the 
abolition  societies  at  the  north,  together  with  the  preambles  and 
resolutions  of  the  states  of  North  and  South  Carolina,  in  relation 
to  the  same  subject,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
beg  leave  to  report:  That  although  your  committee  have  not  been 
able  to  ascertain  the  precise  number  and  extent  of  such  societies^ 
yet  they  are  satisfied  of  their  existence,  and  that  their  object  is  to 
produce  an  entire  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  United  States,  by 
printing  and  circulating,  through  the  post  offices,  and  other  modes 
of  communication,  tracts,  pamphlets,  .almanacks,  and  pictorial 
representations,  the  manifest  tendency  of  which  is  to  produce  a 
spiritof  discontent,  insubordination,  and  perhaps  insurrection  with 
the  slave  population  of  the  country. 

Your  committee  have  not  thought  it  a  part  of  their  duty,  to 
present  to  the  house,  upon  this  occasion,  a  formal  vindication  of 
the  justice  and  propriety  of  the  institution  of  domestic  slavery; 
to  do  so,  would  involve  a  recognition  of  the  right  of  those  north- 
em  abolitionists  to  question  it.  For  this  institution,  the  people  of 
Kentucky  hold  themselves  responsible  to  no  earthly  tribunal,  but 
will  refer  their  cause  to  Him  alone,  through  the  mysterious  dis'* 
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pensations  of  whose  Providence,  dominion  has  been  ^iven  to  the 
white  man  over  the  black.  He  alone  may  judge  of  its  compati' 
bility  with  his  will,  and  of  its  political  expediency,  we  who  wit- 
ness its  practical  operation,  are  best  competent  to  speak.  The 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  so  long  as  she  remains  a  sovereign 
member  of  this  confederacy,  can  never  permit  another  state  to 
assail  her  local  institutions,  much  less  a  combination  of  private 
individuals.  If  the  states  of  this  Union,  were  bound  together  by 
no  common  tie ;  if  the  federal  constitution  were  annihilated,  ev- 
ery principle  of  international  law  would  still  prohibit  the  citi- 
zens of  one  state  from  interfering  with  the  domestic  policy  of 
another.  How  much  more  forcible  then,  is  their  obligation  to 
abstain  from  such  interference,  when  we  are  united  together  by 
a  common  instrument,  which  guarantees  to  eacii  state,  where  the 
institution  of  slavery  exists,  its  perfect  inviolability.  Yet,  the 
strange  scene  is  exhibited  to  the  world,  by  the  abolition  societies, 
of  private  individuals  combining  to  effect  that  which  the  states 
of  which  they  are  members,  are  re>trained  by  the  sacred  provis- 
ions of  the  constitutional  compact  from  attempting.  Had  all 
this  been  the  work  of  foreign  incendiaries,  meditating  the  most 
effectual  mode  of  assailing  our  peace  and  quiet, Avhatever  senti- 
ments of  indignation  may  have  been  inspired,  it  would  have  caus- 
ed no  surprise.  But  when  it  proceeds  from  those  with  whom  we 
are  united  by  every  tie  which  can  bind  a  people  together  in  con- 
cord and  affection,  your  committee  cannot  restrain  the  expres- 
sion of  surj)riso  and  mortification. 

Your  committee  will  not  deny  that  recent  manifestations  of 
public  opinion  at  the  north,  have  inspired  them  with  the  gratify- 
ing hope,  that  the  wild  and  fanatical  spirit  whiqh  guides  and  di- 
rects the  conduct  of  the  abolition  societies,  has  not  yet  been  im- 
parted to  the  great  body  of  the  people.  Yet,  the  history  of  the 
world  too  fatally  attests  the  deep  and  irreparable  mischief  which 
may  be  effected,  by  the  organized  action  of  a  few  zealous  en- 
thusiast?, especially  when  their  minds  become  so  heated  and 
sublimated,  as  to  imagine  themselves  the'  special  executors  of 
the  divine  will.  They  mitst  grow  and  strengthen;  and  when- 
ever they  become  sufficicntlv  numerous  to  exercise  an  influence 
in  the  political  contests,  by  which  a  free  people  are  perpetually 
shaken,  the  history  of  the  Americ^in  Union,  with  all  the  high 
and  glowing  virions  which  now  gladden  the  heart  of  the  patriot, 
will  have  been  written.  Whilst,  however,  your  committee 
have  been  gratified  with  the  spirit  which  has  characterized  the 
numerous  and  respectable  meetings  of  our  northern  brethren 
upon  this  deeply  interesting  subject,  and  their  emphatic  denunci- 
ation of  the  plans  of  those  misguided  fanatics,  they  would  have 
been  still  more  gratified  had  they  thought  proper  to  interpose 
the  more  powerful  and  effectual  remedy  of  penal  legislation. 


' 
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But  your  committee  do  not  entertain  this  hope.  Enough  has 
transpired  ^o  convince  them,  that  under  the  miserably  perverted 
name  of  free  discussion,  these  incendiaries  vfiM  be  permitted  to 
scatter  their  iire-brands  throughout  the  country,  with  no  check 
but  that  which  may  be  imposed  by  the  feeble  operation  of  public 
opinion.  Your  committee  are  as  deeply  impressed  with  the 
valne  of  the  high  privilege  which  is  secured  to  the  citizen  by  the 
constitution  of  the  country — the  right  of  full  and  free  discussion 
— ^as  can  be  those  wlio  are  prostituting  it  to  such  unhallowed 
purposes.  But  the  freedom  of  the  press  is  one  thing — ^its  Ucen- 
tiousness  another.  Whilst  the  one  is  justly  dear  to  every  free- 
man, the  other  is  the  object  of  deep  re])robation.  It  cannot  be 
that  the  right  of  discussion  at  the  north,  carries  witli  it  a  rialit 
to  excite  a  portion  of  the  population  of  a  sister  state  to  rapine 
and  murder.  When  the  constitution  of  the  country  guarantees 
to  every  citizen  the  right  so  })ublish  and  speak  his  opinions  upon 
all  subjects,  it  wisely  fixes  the  limitation,  that  he  sliall  be  res- 
ponsible for  the  abuse  of  that  jmvilege.  Your  committee  are 
unable  to  conceive  a  grosser  ])rostitut!on  of  the  freedom  of  the 
press,  than  the  effort  of  the  abolitionists  to  stir  up  a  portion  of 
the  population  of  eleven  states  of  this  Union  to  rebellion  and 
bloodshed.  May  toe  not,  however,  apj>eal  to  the  constitution  of 
the  land  in  behalf  of  the  tenure  by  which  we  hold  our  profierty, 
with  the  same  confidence  that  they  ai>peal  to  their  constitutional 
right  of  discussion.  The  rights  which  are  sought  to  be  violated 
by  these  fanatics,  are  not  less  sacred  by  all  the  sanctions  of  the 
charter  which  binds  us  together,  than  is  the  unrestricted  free- 
dom of  the  press,  to  which  they  appeal  in  vindication  of  their 
right  to  scatter  their  lic^entious  proiluctions  among  us.  Your 
committee  would  assure  our  brethren  at  the  north,  that  this 
commonwealth  is  still  animated  bv  the  same  ardent  devoliou 
to  the  union  of  these  states,  which  has  ever  marked  her  po- 
litical history.  But  thev  feci  that  thev  would  be  violiitiii:i: 
the  high  trust  reposed  hi  them  by  the  house,  did  they  not,  in 
terms  firm,  yet  respeclfal,  admonish  them  of  the  certfiiii  acid 
tremendous  consequences  which  inust  attend  this  ofiicious  an! 
dangerous  interference  with  their  domestic  institutions.  If,  as 
your  committee  fear,  all  invocation  u}>on  the  justice  of  the 
north  be  in  vain,  it  remains  for  the  coinmonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, to  look  to  her  condition;  to  declare  to  the  world  her 
determined  resolution  to  muintain  inviolate,  her  domestic  insti- 
tutions, and  make  good  tliat  declaration  by  all  tlie  safe-guards 
which  legislation  can  create. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions: 

Revived  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comm&n'weaHH  of 
KeMtmcky^  Imt  this  commonwealth,  alone, .  hals  power  to  regu- 
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late  and  controul  the  subject  lof  domestic  shivery  as  it  cfiif^ 
within  her  territory;  and  any.  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  fedeni 
government  to  interfere  ivith  it,  in  any  manner,  would  be  at  vir 
with  the  solemn  sanctions  of  that  instrument  which  binds  us  to- 
gether. 

Resolvedy  That  the  general  assembly  views,  with  unqualified 
reprobation,  the  formation  of  abolition  societies  at  the  north,  far 
the  purpose  of  circulating  incendiary  publications  among  the 
slave-holding  states  of  the  union,  as  a  violation  of  the  original  la- 
sis  of  the  federal  compact,  and  calculated  to  endanger  theriiiteg> 
rity  of  this  Union. 

Resolved y  That  any. attempt  by  Congress  to  abolish  domestic 
slavery  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  would  be  regarded,  by 
this  commonwealth,  as  a  breach  of  the  implied  faith  of  the  oi- 
tion  towards  the  citizens  of  tliat  District,  and  as  an  usurpatin 
of  power,  which,  if  acquiesced  in  by  the  slave-holding  suits, 
must  end  in  the  ultimate  disregard,  by  that  body,  of  the  coBti- 
tutional  tenure  by  which  they  now  hold  tlieir  property. 

Resdvedj  That  our  sister  states,  where  domestic  slavery  ci- 
ists,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  assured  of  the  earnest  co-operatioB 
of  the  state  of  Kentucky,  to  resist,  at  all  hazards,  every  effort  f9 
interfere  with  that  subject,  either  by  Congress,  any  state,  or 
combination  of  private  persons. 

Resolved^  That  his  excellency,  the  lieutenant  and  actinsr  £of- 
ernor,  be  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  tlus  report  and  reso- 
lutions to  the  executive  of  each  state,  and  to  each  of  oar  sens- 
tors  and  representatives  in  Congress,  with  a  request  to  said  ei- 
ecutive  to  lay  the  same  before  their  respective  legislatures.

Whereas,  a  large  portion.of  the  citizens  of  this  state,  residing  m 
the  counties  bordering  on  the  Tennessee  line,  and  nearuftl 
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part  of  the  Cumberland  river  Tvhich  is  below  the  town  of  Clarks- 
ville,  and  witl|out  the  limits  of  this  state,  are  dependant  upon  the 
navigation  of  that  river  for  the  means  of  shipping  their  staple 
productions  to  the  southern  markets :  And  whereas,  there  are 
great  impediments  to  the  navigation  of  the  river,  below  the  town 
of  Clarksville,  that  are  capable  of  being  removed,  and  which  are 
without  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state:  Therefore, 
,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  governor  of  this  commonwealth  be  re- 
quested to  open  a  correspondence  with  the  governor  of  the  state 
of  Tennessee,  inviting  him  to  unite  in  causing  the  necessary  ex- 
aminations and  estimates  of  the  probable  cost  to  be  made,  for  the 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Cumberland  river,  from 
Clarksville  to  its  junction  with  the  Ohio  river. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  if  the  governor  of  Tennessee 
should  accede  to  the  proposal,  that  the  governor  of  this  com- 
monwealth shall  have  power  to  require  of  the  board  of  internal 
improvement,  to  furnish  one  of  their  assistant  engineers  to  be 
associated  with  any  person  that  may  be  authorized  on  the  part 
of  the  state  of  Tennessee,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  pro- 
posed survey  and  estimates. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  be  requestednfo  lay  before  the 
next  legislature  the  result  of  his  action  under  the  authority  of  the 
foregoing  resolutions.  .
